In  other  words,  supposing  the 
two  presidential  candidates  who 
pass  the  present  primary  elections 
do  not  want  to  run  with  either  of 
the  candidates  for  executive  vice 
president,  then  Thomas/Murdock 
will  probably  not  be  allowed  to  run 
for  the  final  election. 

If  Amendment  VI  does  not  pass, 
the  ExeC'V.P.  candidates  will 
continue  their  campaigns  and  will 
be  voted  on  in  the  final  elections. 

COMMENTS 

Thomas  was  unavailable  for 
comment  Tuesday,  but  Murdock 
firmly  opposed  the  amendment  for 
the  following  reasons: 

“1)  Nominations  for  the  office 
of  executive  vice  president  were 
accepted  April  9,  and 

2)  much  time  and  money  have 
already  been  expended  by  the 
candidates.” 

The  choice  of  executive  vice 
president  will  be  important  to  the 
work  of  the  next  ASBYU  president 
because  in  addition  to  doing  the 
work  of  an  executive  assistant,  the 
executive  veep  will  also  be  a voting 
member  of  the  Executive  Council.

UP.  UP  AND  AWAY 
Best  known  for  their  recording 
of  “Up,  Up  and  Away”  which  was 
chosen  the  “Best  record  of  the 
Year,”  “Best  Performance  by  a

nightmare  of  pain  and  swelling. 

Ralph  is  no  stranger  to  BYU 
students.  For  two  years,  students 
have  donated  time  and  their  blood 
to  assist  Ralph  in  paying  off  his 
debt  to  the  blood  bank  of  the  Salt 
Lake  LDS  Hospital.  Once  again, 
Ralph  needs  student  support. 

During  the  fall  semester  drive, 
Ralph’s  debt  was  reduced  from 
over  600  pints  to  just  above  300 
pints.  Drive  Chairman  Larry 
Clawson  hopes  to  entirely 
eliminate  Ralph’s  debt,  and, 
hopefully,  establish  a surplus  for 
Ralph  to  draw  on. 

Hemophilia  is  a genetic  disease 
affecting  the  clotting  of  the  blood. 
A normal  person’s  blood  clots  on 
contact  with  the  air;  a 
hemophiliac’s  does  not.  This 
results  in  extreme  damage  from 
loss  of  blood. 

But  even  more  important  and 
more  frightening  for  the 
hemophiliac  is  the  bruise— the 
breaking  of  tiny,  delicate  blood 
vessels  throughout  an  area.  The 
swelling  and  pain  resulting  from 
bruises  can  hospitalize  the  victim 
for  weeks. 

Nevertheless,  a hemophiliac  is  no 
vegetable.  He  is  more  than  capable 
of  handling  his  affairs,  and  Ralph 
himself  operates  a machine  repair 
shop.  His  visits  to  the  LDS  Hospital 
are  so  frequent  he  has  set  up  a shop 
for  himself  at  the  hospital  to  keep 
up  with  his  work. 

Students  may  participate  in  the 
blood  drive  by  s^ning  up  at  tables 
located  in  and  near  the  Wilkinson 
Center  Reception  Area  during  the 
rest  of  the  week.  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  will  be  the  site  of  all  blood 
donations.

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Land  Of  The  Mayas  Lures  Modern  Adventurers

Ambition  and  achievement  for 
most  people  spell  the  difference 
between  dreams  and  reality. 

Not  so  for  Louis  Nackos,  a BYU 
alumnus.  After  graduating  in  1965 
with  a B.A.  in  archaelogy,  Nackos 
sadly  discovered  that  a family  is 
not  easily  supported  by 
archaeological  “digs”,  and  so 
turned  to  industrial  engineering  in 
Oakland,  Calif.,  for  two  years. 
SUBCONSCIOUS  MINGLING 
But  lingering  memories  of  a 
mission  to  Mexico  for  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
mingled  with  Nackos’  penchant  for 
adventure  and  an  idea  for  a new 
livelihood  was  born:  adventure 
trips  to  the  Y ucatan  Peninsula . 

Of  the  metamorphosis  and  the

The  Yucatan  Peninsula. 

For  centuries  wild,  “dry”  jungle 
growth  (180  days  without  rain)  has 
guarded  well  the  secrets  of  its 
Indian  past. 

But  this  year  a breakthrough  has 
been  achieved  by  three  BYU 
archaeologists.  Evidence  they 
gathered  now  points  to  extensive 
Maya  civilizations  existing  in  the 
middle  of  the  Yucatan  peninsula 
several  hundred  years  before 
Christ. 

Just  returning  from  three 
months  of  diggings  and  study  are 
Fred  Nelson,  Richard 
Stamps— graduate  students  at 
BYU— and  Evan  DeBloois,  a former 
Y student  who  is  working  toward  a 
doctorate  degree  at  the  University 
of  Washington. 

Y PROFESSOR 

The  sites  they  studied  near 
Campeche,  Mexico,  were 
previously  surveyed  by  Dr.  Ray 
Matheny,  professor  in  the  BYU 
Department  of  Anthropology  and 
Archaeology  and  coordinator  of 
the  graduate  program  of  the 
BYU-New  World  Archaeological 
Foundation. 

Dr.  Matheny  visited  the  area 
twice  last  year  in  company  with  a 
colleague,  several  graduate 
students  and  Mexican  crew 
members.  He  was  confident  that 
future  excavations  would  unearth 
evidences  of  a large  pre-classic 
Mayan  civilization  near  Campeche. 

MAYAN  RUINS 

Pre-Columbian  Maya  history  is 
divided  into  three  periods. 

Starting  several  hundred  years 
before  Christ,  the  pre-classic  period 
had  developed  into  the  classic 
period  by  200  A.D.  After  the 
classic  age  came  the  late  classic 
period  which  lasted  until  around 
900  A.D. 

Then  suddenly,  unexplajnably, 
the  1200-year-old  civilization 
disintegrated.  The  pyramids  and 
court  yards  were  abandoned. 
Centuries  before  the  Spanish 
c o n q u i s t a d o r e s arrived, 
meso-American  jungles  covered  the 
Mayan  temples  and  veiled  their 
meaning  and  history. 

Stone-age  Maya  art  and 
architecture  are  distinctive.  Among 
the  contributions  of  Mayan 
civiUzation  were  the  use  of  the 
corbelled  vault,  advanced 
mathematical  concepts  (including 
the  use  of  the  zero),  a complex 
calendar,  and  the  New  World’s 
most  advanced  writing  system. 

Such  large  complexes  as  Chichen 
Itza,  Yucatan,  and  Tikal, 
Guatemala,  have  long  been  known 
to  archaeologists.  In  the  middle 
1.800’s  several  books  were 
published  concerning  the  Mayan 
ruins. 

At  least  one  of  these  works 


found  its  way  into  the  hands  of 
Joseph  Smith  in  Nauvoo  before  his 
death.  In  the  “Times  and  Seasons” 
he  spoke  of  the  discoveries  of 
Mayan  civilizations  thanking  the 
“Gentile”  world  for  the  proofs  of 
the  veracity  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon. 

Arriving  in  Yucatan  early  in 
January  of  this  year,  the  three 
graduate  students  quickly 
established  that  the  visible  ruins  at 


two  of  the  sites  (Dzibilnoac  and 
Santa  Rosa  Xtampak)  were  built 
on  top  of  earlier  ruins  dating  to  the 
pre-classic  period. 

Studies  of  architecture, 
stratigraphy  and  water  systems  at 
the  sites  showed  that 
reconstruction  by  the  Mexican 
government  would  be  profitable. 
The  three  grad-students  are 
working  with  Dr.  Matheny  to  urge 
this  reconstruction. 


Mayan  Tours  and  Expeditions, 
Nackos  says:  “I  just  couldn’t  take 
my  job.  I’d  had  the  idea  in  my 
mind,  and  then  when  I worked  in 
the  industry,  I knew  I had  to  get 
out.” 

Nackos’  idea  evolved  into  a 
125-mile,  10-day  cruise  and  land 
expedition  through  the 
northeastern  tip  of  Mexico’s 
Yucatan  Peninsula.  Groups— never 
more  than  15— travel  via  a raft  of 
surplus  pontoons  lashed  together. 
The  vessel  is  powered  by  two 
outboards. 

Leaving  from  Isla  Mujeres  (Island 
of  Women),  each  group  sets  sail  in 
the  Caribbean,  skirting  one  of  the 
world’s  largest  reefs,  with  waters 
clear  to  depths  of  50  feet.  The 
group  averages  two  hours  a day  on 
the  raft,  with  travelers  “going 
native”— swimsuits  are  the  rule. 
Nightly  they  string  hammocks  to 
swaying  coconut  trees  and  sleep 
above  warm  white  Caribbean 
sands. 

Days  are  spent  swimming, 
diving— scuba  and  skin-and 
fishing,  with  lobster  and  coconuts 
the  daily  fare.  Nackos  reports  that 
his  two  Mexican  boatmen  also  have 
a superb  way  with  turtle  steak. 

NEW  FIND 

Ventures  inland  last  year  yielded 
the  discovery  of  ancient  ruins  only 
4 feet  above  ground.  Nackos 
investigated,  thinking  the  buildings 
might  be  partially  subterranean.  He 
found  they  were  in  reaUty  only  4 
feet  high.  Natives  told  of  an  ancient 
tribe  of  Vh.  foot  tall  pygmies. 

Exploration,  adventure, 
relaxation— these  Nackos  has 


woven  into  “non  ring-in-the- 
tours.”  But  how?  “You just  de 
you  want  to  take  the  risk,'* 
tanned  adventurer  smiles.  “On 
the  hardest  things  is  to  n 
yourself  take  those  risks.  You  1 
to  have  a sense  of  adventure.’'

Pike  Exits  From  Church 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  - Episcopal 
Bishop  James  A.  Pike  announced 
recently  that  he  and  his  third  wife 
are  leaving  the  organized  Christian 
church.  They  plan  to  help  establish 
a center  for  “reorientation  of 
persons  in  religious  transition.” 

Pike,  56,  a minister  for  25  years 
and  a bishop  since  1958, 
announced  the  decision  in  an 
article  in  “Look”. 

TURNING  POINT 

He  said  the  scales  were  tipped  by 
the  opposition  of  Bishop  C.  Kilmer 
Myers,  his  successor  in  San 
Francisco,  to  his  marriage  last 
November  to  Diane  Kennedy,  31. 

Pike  said  Myers’  actions  made 
him  realize  that  he  had  lost  hope  in 
the  church  “for  quite  a long  time.” 


“In  most  cases  of  which  1 have 
personal  knowledge,  leaving  the 
church  took  a particular 
happening-one  with  significant 
emotional  content-to  push  an 
individual  over  the  line  and  out.” 

‘DYING  INSTITUTION’ 

“It  was  not  that  the  personal 
event  magnified  the  malaise  of  the 
church.  Rather,  it  served  to 
neutralize  the  long-standing 
emotional  tie  to  a sick-even 
dying-institution.” 

Pike’s  liberal  theological  views 
once  brought  him  under  heresy 
charges.  He  also  created 
controversy  with  a recent  book  in 
which  he  claimed  to  have 
established  communication  with 
various  deceased  persons,  including 
his  late  son,  who  killed  himself  in

Phillips  Leads  Draft  Dialogue 


In  a dialogue  on  the  draft  in 
Provo  Tuesday,  Bruce  Phillips,  one 
of  Utah’s  1 969  senatorial 
candidates,  called  for  a more 
responsible  foreign  policy  and  a 
broadened  concept  of  national 
service. 

As  long  as  there  are  willing 
soldiers  for  any  cause,  government 
can  rely  on  a “simplisitic  foreign 
policy,”  the  Peace  and  Freedom 
Party  politician  said  as  he  spoke  at 
a meeting  sponsored  by  the 


University  Christian  Movement  at 
St.  Mary’s  Episcopal  Church. 

“A  businessman  administration, 
whether  it  is  Republican  or 
Democratic,  will  tend  to  rely  on 
pat  military  solutions,”  he 
continued. 

On  the  question  of  a volunteer 
army,  Phillips  said  he  had 
“profound  reservations”  about  “a 
professional  army  which  no  longer 
has  any  alliegance  to  the  civilian 
way  of  life.” 


Asked  about  the  Vista  or  Peace 
Corps  alternative  to  the  armed 
services,  Phillips  said  he  felt  the 
primary  area  of  draft  resistance 
should  probably  be  to  “broaden 
our  conception  of  what  service  to 
the  country  means. 

He  also  spoke  of  a need  for 
universal  conscription,  including 
females,  for  this  type  of  broadened 
service. 

“I’m  not  a conscientious 
objector,”  he  said.
